Erch sandbox playground group has its 
O’vn problems and, it is hoped, through 
interchange of ideas, that each wall 
avail itself of the opportunity to study 
the programs acid rcgulc-tions of other 
groups. In this,ma.nner it is felt tha,t 
our children will reap a. max:inum of 
pleasure and benefit from these play¬

GROUP STUDIES SKIM MILK 


Consumer Discussion Group No, 15 
held its last meeting until September 
in the home of Mrs, Scott, 2G South- 
way. Dry skim milk was discussed, and 
found to be of the same nutritive value 
as vrhole milk, except in fat. Although 
the food value is not as high, it is 
rich in Vitamin G, calcium and phos- 
phoinis. 

The Government has been trying to 
push the consumption of dry skim milk, 
usually wasted, and to put it within 
reach of needy families. It is packed 
in a glassine-lined paper bag, as it 
must be kept dry; othen’idse it cakes 
and is difficult to use, 

On.e pound of din?- skim milk is equal 
in food value to 4 o/i quarts of fresh 
skm milk. Bought at 15 cents a poimd, 
it vrould provide, v/hen mixed, fluid 
skim mi.Ik at 3 cents or less a quart. 
Facts show that people ivith small in¬ 
comes can at the lowest possible cost 
include milk in the diet.
